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War Fund Drive Goes Over Top 
With Percentage Leads County Towns 
$2,860 Is Secured In Northfield 


Northfield’s contributions to the 
recent National War Fund Drive 
exceeded the town’s $2,000 quota 
to such an extent that the ther- 
mometer at Spencer’s Garage was 
unable, in spite of a three-foot 
extension, to register the flood of 
cash and pledges. The campaign 
which wa sheld here November ! 
to 10 was conducted by a commit- 
tee of nine, of which George Mc- 
Ewan was chairman, assisted by a 
group of 28 women canvaszers, 
whose efforts aided materially in 
eliciting this remarkable response. 

The drive went “over the top” 
at a report meeting Monday eve- 
ning, November 8, two days prior 
to the official closing, when $2400 
was reported. Subsequent reports 
raised the total to $2860, which 
represents an exce:s of 43 per cent 
over the quota. 

The National War Fund grew 
out of an insistent demand from 
the American people for a united 
effort, proper budgeting, and ef- 
ficient methods fcr handling the 
needs of the many relief and ser- 
vice agencies. The national or- 
ganization which is directing the 
drive was formed last Spring at 
the request of the President’s War 
Relief Control Board, but remains 
a voluntary agency with an offi- 
cial purpose rather than an agency 
of the government. The demo- 
cratic quality of the national lead- 
ership and the tremendous needs 
and humanitarian programs of the 
17 participating relief funds and 
services give this drive an unusual 
appeal and account for the success 
which the nation wide effort is

Did Very Good Job 
Scouts Collect Paper 
Drive Last Tuesday 


A very critical paper shortage 
faces the nation, according to a 
paper mill operator who appeared 
before a meeting of the Franklin- 
Hampshire Council of Boy Scouts, 
and reported to Louis Abbey, 
chairman of the Northfield com- 
mittee. The operator told Scvut 
leaders that mills were so short of 
material that many of them de- 
pended entirely on _ truckloads 
brought in by public spirited citi- 
zens. The situation is worse than 
the previous shortage. _ In common 
with other troops, the Boy Scouts 
of this town decided to conduct a 
drive and under the direction of 
Louis Abbey and Gene Cullum 
went about the town to make a 
collection, previous notice having 
been given. Trucks loaned by the 
Seminary, the Northfield Hotei, 
George N. Kidder, Spencers 
Garage and Clifford Bolton assist- 
ed and gathered up the loads. Spe- 
cial gasoline was allotted for the 
salvage. All Scouts who partici- 
pated were given freedom from 
the afternoon school session. A 
large amount of scrap paper was 
collected, several tons, and this 
will be taken by trucks direct to 
some mill, probably to Holyoke, 
where it will be weighed and paid 
for at the prevailing price. The 
proceeds will be devoted to local 
scout activities by the local Scout 
committee and the treasurer, Ed- 
gar J. Livingston, expects that the 
amount received will be larger 
than resulted from the previous 
drive. The patriotic respnse of 
our pecple to a serious salvage 
need will put the Boy Scout work 
in good financial condition. It is 
said about five tons of paper was 
collected.
